Free Play to Private Enterprise. 


In his address to the congress of international chambers of 


commerce in Rome, Premier Mussolini of Italy gave it as his 
opinion that "a. government desiring to uplift its people after 
a war crisis must give free play to private enterprise and fore- 
go any measure of state control or state paternalism." Therein 
the premier spoke a great truth, one that has had ample cor- 
roboration in the United States. 
A country accumulates 


wealth only as its citizens become wealthy and are able to 
contribute increased taxes to the support of their government. 
Every activity assumed by the government that could as well 
be managed through private enterprise subtracts just that 
much from the initiative and ambition that are the driving 
forces behind the production of wealth. Even though a Fed- 
eral enterprise could be conducted at a profit, which numerous 
examples have proved it cannot, still the government should 
abstain from taking it over. Psychological considerations 
alone demand that the desire for private gain shall not be de- 
nied the citizens. . The moment the individual spirit of the in- 
dividual is broken, and he comes to depend on a regular Fed- 
eral wage for. a livelihood, the nation's decadence will begin. 
Premier Mussolini's recognition of that fact augurs well for the 
future of Italy.

The czarist faction in Russia is anticipating the death of 


Premier Lenin and planning a coup to put the successor of the 
late Czar on the Russian throne. The suggestion is plausible 
and, if the expected outbreak occurs, will repeat the history of 
other countries where factions have contended for control of 
the government. The mere mention of a proposed czarist 
movement, with the knowledge that its leaders are actively at 
work, ought to be sufficient reason for the United .States to 
withhold recognition of the soviet government. Scores of 
people who have investigated conditions in Russia have pre- 
dicted that the soviet regime could not last long, and Lenin's 
death will, probably precipitate a crisis that may lead • to a 
change of government. Fortunately our State Department 
has not been thrown off its feet by the clamors of those who 
have urged American recognition of the Soviets, and there will 
be no official embarrassment if a new czar appears in Russia.

done in the body. He aJso warned peo- 
ple not to attempt to judge Salvation 
from a human viewpoint, because it Is 
an infinite matter, and-we are. not in a 
position to toll God how things should 
be done. Jesus Christ is our only pat- 
tern, and if we get our eyes off people 
and get them on him, and walk in_his 
light, we will never go wrong. God is 
determined if we are saved it will be 
entirely through His merit.
